Ambulance  stations  at  Malton  and  Kirbynoorside  provide  this  service, 

(d)  Innunisation  and  Vaccination 

Provision  is  nade  for  primary  vaccination  against  diphtheria  at  child 
welfare  centres  but  the  greater  part  of  this  service  is  carried  out  by 
general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  and  in  the  hone. 

A  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  children  against  poliomyelitis  was 
introduced  during  the  year  and,  in  May  to  June  1956,  222  children  were  given 
a  complete  course  and  50  received  one  dose  of  vaccine.  The  number  of 
children  who  were  registered  for  vaccination  was  2009. 

(e)  Doraestic  Hein  Service 

This  service  provides  domestic  help,  at  a  charge  dependent  on  the  income 
of  the  household,  in  hones  where  there  has  been  a  confinement  or  ill-health 
of  the  mother,  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm.
